| the five ſenſes with which man is bleſt, bearing and 
ſeeing are the two principal, My laſt diſcourſe was on 
that of bearing, and from the ſame text, I mean now to 
expatiate on the gift of Secing z God having thought pro- 


per, as I told you, to create man, endued him with cer- 


tain ſenſes to enable him to prolong, and provide for, his 
exiſtence, and to make himſelf happy. Among theſe 
ſenſes, one is the gift of fight. He hath made, (faith 
Solomon) the ſeeing eye.” | 

The capacities adapted to each of our ſenſes are ſur- 
prifingly curious, beneficial, and gratifying. They are 
ſo many links in the chain of human felicity ; if one is 
broken or deficient, the whole mechaniſm of man is out 
of order, and every ſurrounding object of comfort loſes its 
value: nothing bears its intrinſic worth; all things par- 
tæke of the imperfettion. The afflicted, in the language 
of the Pialmiſt, cries aloud, „ Bow down thine ear, O 
Lord—O hear me—be merciful unto me, for I cry unto 
thee daily. He finds no comfort in the pleaſures of the 
world, every enjoyment, whilit he feels his wretched- 
ne is, meets his thoughts with diſguſt, The human frame 
once diſorde red. none can rectify but the Great Mechaniſt 
of all things, the Author of its being. None but God 
can reſtore the injured faculties to their priſtine ſtate. 
We are his people, and the work of His hands; and 
as a proof of the wiſdom of God iu ſuch reſtoration, we 
ſee that in operations on the eyes, to reſtore loſs of 
fight; wouncs there heal without a ſcar or ſeam ; which 
is not the caſe generally in other parts of the body. Na- 

ture ſo heals the wound, that viſion may not be injured. 

The formation of the eye, as far as can be underſtood 
without enteriag into Optics or the ſcience of viſion, may 
be worth our conſide rat ion; it will give us an idea of the 
wiſdom of the Creator, and muſt convince the Atheiſt of 
his abſurdity and folly. 

With what wwi/dom and ſecurity hath the God of na- 
hoy placed this precious otzet !—He has placed it in the 
bead, the upper part of man, that he may command a 
greater extent of vie w,. and in the face, that he may ſee 
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his way before him; hath 2 the head to turn, that he 
may look about him; hath given him a pair of eyes, 25 
he hath done a pair of cars, not only for uniformity, but 
that of fo valuable a ſenſe, ſhould he loſe the uſe of one, 
the other may ſupply its want; and has ſo accuſtomed it, 
that, like the ears, they are both directed to the ſame ob- 
ject, and that object appears but one. 

« He cloathed the eye with a garment, and ſurrounded 
it with a hoſt of guards.” — arch of firmneſs protect 
it from external aſſaults; a covering keeps out offending 
particles of duſt; the ſenſible laſh defends it from obye« 
floating in the air, and on the leaft touch cauſes the lids 
to cloſe; the ſocket which contains the eye is far within

'perceptibly carried off. The pupil dilates or contracts,

Its internal mechaniſm is ſuch, that was I to deſcribe it, 
it would wonderfully amaze you. Every object within 
our view, be its fze of the greateſt magnitude, is accu- 
rately painted within, in its proper colours.

Tae great orbs and worlds that wander in the heavens, 
could. only by fagacity of Gght be known to fulfil their 
courſe at tated times, and in particular places ; and the 
celeſtial appearances be rendered familiar to man. 

Notice the curious artiſt, and ſee with what accuracy 


and exactneſs, by the qt aſſiſtance, he copies the volume 


of nature in all her varied walks. The mechanic, the 
teſs exact in the model, yet not leſs in taſte and genius, 
exerciſes his imitative and inventive powers, and gives to 
every fabric, a wonderful excellence in maſterly ſtrokes 
of finiſhed toil z © See the God in all his ways and works! 
What can exhauſt the powers of this active agent of his 
maſter ?—Thus bleſſed with fight, and directed by reaſon, 
he is ever in the habit of invention. | 
Again, if we deſcend to a further enquiry, what a field 
has modern ingenuity produced! The animal creation, 
irnperceptible to common viſion, by the microſcopic glaſs 
is fo magnified, that we behold their parts equally com- 


plete as in the elephant's unwieldy fize, We ſee a new 


world of creatures in the air, and a glaſs of ſpring watec 
38 full of them. ” 2 
Had it pleaſed our Creator to form man without eyes, 
how would he be capable of enjoying the great and glori- 
ous works of the Almighty that ſurround him ?—All 
would be darkneſs z—all would be hidden: — all would 
be wſcleſs. He would partake of very. few of thoſe blef 
-fings which God, with a bountiful hand, beftows upon 
his creatures. He might grope and feel for ſubſiſtence 
on the fpot where he was placed ; but this would be all. 


In perpetual darknefr, he would labour under perpetual 


inconveniencies, he would be continually expoſed to dan- 
ger and diftreſs; whereas having the gift of fpbe, be can 
provide himſelf, not only with the neceſſar ies of life, but 
with its comforts, and its luxuries. He can ranfack the 
whole world, penetrate into the bowels of the earth, and.

this place. Man, by tht eze of pity, commiſerates the 
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afflictions of the poor, K. away the tears of the fa- 
ther le is and the widow, ſuccours the helpleſs, and com- 
paſſionates the ſinner. 

Here the eye ſpeaks in utterable language to the hears. 
The ſoul melts with compaſſion. Tears ſtart involun- 
tarily, Anguith ſeizes on the thinking faculties, and 
Charity, that great and godlike principle, follows; which 
in the language of Chriſt, is thus defined; A new 
commandment | give unto you, that ye love one another; 
by this ſhall all men know, that ye are my diſciples.” 

Thus are the eyes of man made as uſeful for ſpiritual 
exerciſes, as for temporal ones. The mammon of un- 
righteouſneſs may be made a friend, and the feeliag 
heart, who hath the good things of this life, will pity 
_ thoſe who want them, make the miſerable happy, and | 

the widow's heart to fing for joy. 

What a wide and exalted field does this glorious attri- 
bute of fig bt afford us? Does it not aſſure us of the Om- 
niſcience of God, when we remember the Pſalmiſt's 
words, He that made the eye, ſhall He not ſee For 
bis Omnipotence, take the words of the text, „The 
hearing eye, and the ſeeing eye, the Lord hath made even 
both of them.” And we read in Exodus, that Moſes
